I an confessing rather than bragging when I say I wrote it all o^the top of t£$ie head. 
I-iy time is finite and it would have taken as long to males a really detailed outline. It 
would liave taken much time for thought also. Because with tho cowardice of most publishers 
npu my record l^could not and did not assume tliat the book would be published. % primary 
objective was th<> cl rify and perfect tho historical record. 

Host o! the duplication comes from my writing a preface after doing^ an introduction 
and foreword. Probably only the preface should bo rotained. I wrote it when weil into the 
book to sharpen the re. dero foc^s at tho outset. Other duplication is probably not nearly 
this extensive. But it is a big bo- k and I can't now remember all. 

I believe, but r^obably most publishers won't, tliat because of my age and the con- 
dition of my health some lack of editing will be acceptable. Both of these problems m n im 
for a natural and completely 1 honest promotion. In addition, I believe the book will do 
ever so much better if I am here to be able to respond to questions and particularly any 
criticism.
